T H E LAW OF LOVE. 


LE8SON TEXT—Luke 6:27-38; Rom. 13: 
*-10. 
GOLDEN TEXT—“Thou sh alt-love thy 
neighbor as thy self."—Rom. 13:19. 


Jesus set forth while seated upon 
the mountain delivering what is usual­ 
ly termed as the 
Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount, those principles the working 
out of which have changed the his­ 
tory of 'mankind. Last week and the 
areek before there, 
were 
presented 
principles that in 
their 
application 
are the very opposite to the natural 
desires of the human heart. 
In this 
lesson we have the summary, the con­ 
clusion of the whole matter, .and next 
we shall study some of the applica­ 
tions of these new principles. 
"I say unto all you who hear.” Not 
all who listened that day, even among 
the disciples, really heard what Jesus 
was saying. As for illustration these 
truths did not grip the heart and life 
of Judas. 
So it Is today, having ears 
to hear they hear not. 
Jesus com­ 
mands those having ears to hear but 
cautions them to take heed what we 
hear and adds that to us who dolhear, 
shall yet more be given. (Mk. 4:24). 
Things It Teaches and Why. 
"Love your enemies” is not alone a 
teaching of the Christian faith. 
It 
may be found under the old Jewish 
dispensati ti and even among heathen 
philosophers but In each, of these in 
stances It does not convey the im­ 
pression n o / carry with it the com­ 
mand it does when Jesus utters these 
words. The life of Jesus is a wonder 
ful exemplification of the truth he is 
seeking to teach. 
In his case the 
words are a command and the execu 
tion of that command ha 
promises, 
later, to make possible to all of his 
followers by the aid of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit. We are to pay for curses with 
blessings, and for insults by prayers, 
and the man who so conducts his life 
shall be happy.

show how a Missouri farmer solved 
the problem of changing a small barn 
into a commodious structure for feed- 
sheep and hogs. 
While there is 
nothing very complicated or out of 
the ordinary fin this building it will 
perhaps help1 some one who contem­ 
plates a change in his live stock, says 
the Homestead. In this particular in­ 
stance it has been decided to change 
from steers to hogs and sheep and to

do so required a building in which to 
feed them. 
The old barn formerly 
used for storing hay a part of the 
season'and for a cattle shelter the re­ 
maining time had the two sheds add­ 
ed on either side as shown in the ex­ 
terior view and the floor plan.

cribs, feed room, grain room, etc. The 
sheds were arranged as shown on the 
floor plan, one side for hogs and the 
other side for sheep, the loft holding 
the rough feed for the sheep.

building the barn and installing the

partitions, 
racks, 
troughs, 
etc., everything was so constructed 
that iiucase a second change was 
made necessary by the ever fluctuat­ 
ing price of live stock the interior ar­ 
rangement could be rearranged at a 
minimum cost.

BOLL WEEVIL IN THE SOUTH 


Cotton Is Greatest 
Money 
Crop 
in 
World, and Money Resided From 
It Should Be Saved. 


The borer pest kills peach trees in 
the city lot oftener than anywhere 
else because the town man as a rule 
knows nothing of grief ahead until 
the tree is ready to topple over in a 
wind, rotten at the ground. 
Washes 
and wrappers have been devised 
o 
control the peach 
tree 
borer, 
but 
Leonard Haseman of the Missouri ag­ 
ricultural college says the best way 
is to swat it with your hand. 
The 
best time, he says, is some time this 
fall, a good point to keep in the mem­ 
ory. 
. 
The gum on the peach tree down 
near the ground is an unmistakable 
warning that the 
borer 
is 
getting 
busy. 
Mr. Haseman says the search­ 
er can easily detect the presence of 
the borer as a rule by the masses of 
peach gum just at the surface of the 
ground. 
The 
borer 
bas 
tunneled 
through the bark and bas commenced 
to feed upon the live bark and sap 
wood. 
Sap flows through the hole In 
the bark, and coagulates in the air, 
forming the so-called peach gum. 
The remedy almost suggests itself. 
Dig away the masses of gum and find 
the entrance to the tunnel. 
Follow 
the tunnel with as little damage to 
the tree as possible and smash the 
borer on sight 
It Is a small, milky 
white, grub-like caterpillar. 
Most of 
them are about half an Inch in length 
In the fall, being less than half-grown 
when winter sets in. 
Tbs poach tree borer in the adult 
stage Is a moth. 
The moth appears 
from early July to the middle of An­ 
gust and closely resembles a wasp, 
having clear wings and yellow and 
black bands about the body. The moth 
hunts up a peach tree and deposits 
eggs about the base. Tho young bor- 


j er or caterpillars soon develop and at 
1 once begin to tunnel into the bark 


I and wood of the tree. Here they feed 
I and grow. 
On small trees often a 
'single borer will completely girdle a 
trunk If not put out of business before 
It matures. 
Often dozens or more 
will attack a larger tree. 
The borers continue their tunneling 
all fall. Then they go below the sur­ 
face of the ground to establish them­ 
selves for the winter.

commissions during the last few years 
has shown the growth of Interest in 
the subject, the actual results accom­ 
plished by the shade-tree commissions 
have not been uniformly 
successful. 
The various tree boards have been 
working in an independent way, and 
so the maximum results for the good 
of the state have not been secured. 
It had been felt for some time that 
there ought to be some co-ordination 
of Interests among the various tree 
commissions in order that the ade­ 
quacy of present laws might be stu­ 
died, the general questions of policy 
considered, and help extended to new­ 
ly-formed shade-tree commissions, and 
efforts made to extend the movement 
for the planting and preservation of 
shade trees in the state. New Jersey 
now bas a very effective shade-tree 
federation.

How to Care for Trees. 
With trees, as with all other living 
things both animate and Inanimate, It 
is far easier to form than to reform. 
As the twig is bent so the tree in­ 
clines” is all of truth and none of er­ 
ror. Too little attention is paid to the 
training of street trees. Before the 
winter season sets In they should be 
deprived of top heaviness so that when 
the soil becomes softened b» winter 
rains the excessive top will not catch 
enough wind to blow the trees over.

midst of his second term he resigned 
and moved 
to 
H arrison 
county, 
Miss., and while farming there he 
was without solicitation on his part 
elected city 
superintendent

schools of Biloxi, a town of 5,000 
population, and soon afterwards was 
also elected county superintendent of 
H arrison county. 
He resigned both 
of these offices to come t® Texas in 
1893, and since that time has been 
connected with daily papers in Fort 
W orth, Gainesville, Bay City and 
San Angelo. 
During the ten years 
that he was editor and publisher of 
the Tribune at Bay City he was also 
engaged in immigration business, and 
a former m ayor of that city writes 
that “ Mr. Ladd lias been a potent 
factor in the development of the in­ 
dustries of this city 
and county.” 
He made one deal by 
which he sold 
$365,OOO worth of land to two Ohio 
millionaires, who repent half a million 
more in improvements on it and colo­

Add'a touch of salt or sugar as is 
liked and spread the paste on thin 
slices of fresh white bread, denuded 
of crusts, and cut in round disks. Use 
a biscuit cutter for shaping aft«r slices 
are cut. 
Fig Sandwiches—Soak 
dried 
figs 
over night in cold water to cover them 
and then simmer over a slow fire until 
tender. 
Add half a cupful of sugar 
and the juice of half a lemon to each 
pound of figs during the cooking.

To remedy this, turn it up­ 
side down and wet the crease with a, 
moistened broom .until the rug is quite 
wet Stretch the rug tight and let it 
remain over night, after tacking it 
with 'tinned tacks, which do not rust. 
Here is a good way to clean carpets 
without taking them up—it will also 
clean rugs thoroughly*. Sprinkle them 
generously with yellow cornmeal that 
has been well dampened in weak am­ 
monia water. 
Sweep off in a few min­ 
utes and you will be surprised to see 
the clean and bright appearance of 
your carpets and rugs. 
^Should you accidentally spill oil or, 
soot on your carpet,'you can extract 
all the oil by covering the spot with 
buckwheat flour, allowing^ to remain 
several hours before sweeping. Repeat 
again if not all removed by first appl!. 
cation. 
To get rid of the soot, you 
will need to spread some coarse salt 
thickly over the spot. 
Let it remain 
a short time and when swept off you 
will find the spot removed/ This rem­ 
edy will not hurt the finest carpet. 
When ink is spilled on carpets or 
rugs it should be covered immediate­ 
ly with salt, and keep putting on salt 
until there is no 
sign of the 
ink 
through the salt, let it remain over 
night, and when you sweep it off next 
morning there will be no sign of the 
inluleft on the carpet. 
IJpin taking up carpets there is no 
necelslty for the clouds of dust that 
some women let loose in the air by 
improper management 
If paper was 
laid under the carpet the work is eas­ 
ily done. 
After drawing all of 
the 
tacks without turning up even a cor­ 
ner of the Carpet, begin at one end of 
the room, and with an assistant, care­ 
fully roll the carpet from one end to 
the other.
